But for the matter itſelf of my departing frem you, s my 
record is on high; that no worldly thing ſhould have fepars- - 
ted me from the Church,ſo 1 have the witneſs within my ſelf, 
that no carnal conlideration whatſqever hath contributed 
to it, to the value of the leaſt hair of my head: and how 
cometh any body to dream any ſuch thing? When mens 
buſineſs lieth in the Eaſt, do men uſe to ſet out full Weſt? or 
do men uſe to take up meanes in full eonteſtation to theit 
end? 'Alaſs, alaſs, I conſidered beforehand, that this way is 
every where ſpoken againſt, and the generality of the pto - 
feſſors of it of ſmall eſteem, for learning, parts, or any thing 
that commendeth men to the world : their garb and caſt 
that of the Diſciples , Luke 6. 20. Bleſſed be ye poor Nom, 
that they were exclaimed on by the learned in their writings, 
and frequently in Pulpits at this day, their name caſt out as 
evil, and hated in a manner of all men, that if times of per. 
ſecution for conſcience come, they are like to be the firſt 
ſufferers : So that I had many ſtruglings and wreſtlings with 
the fleſh, before I could get the victory to ſubmicto it; nay, - 
the truth is, had not the truth concerning it ſtruck my con» 
ſcience, and the light ſhone into my judgement with that 
clearneſs , that 1 could by no meanes avoid it with peace, [ 
had never forſaken my old ſtanding, which was more ho- 
nourable, eaſie, and every way more acceptable to the out ·

4. | found tbe deſign of Chriſt in the Ordinance it ſelf 
to be exceeding rich and ſpiritual , namely, amungtt many 
other ends, 1. To oblige the Diſciplesunto Chriſt, that as

The worthy deſign of Chriſt therein is excellently ſer- 
ved. : 

The party being a Beleiveris capable of fellowſhip with 
God inthe Ordinance , and voluntarily ſubmitting thereto, 
out of conſcience of duty ,-and knowledge of the intent of 
Chriſt in it, is like to feel their obligation to Chriſt by it. into 
whoſe Name they themſelves defired to be baptiſed ; where- 
as Infants are neither capable of deſiring it, knowledge of 
the meaning of it, faith about it, or any ſuch thing as fellow- 
ſhip with God in it, and u hen grownup, can onely tell by 
hearſay, that ever any ſuch thing was done at all upon them, 
moſt unlike therefore to feel the like obligation to Chriſt 
by it. 

” Then for the form, it being by burying the body in water, 
and railing it out again thereof, there is a moſt exact repre- 
ſentation between ſign and thing ſignified, which Chriſt in- 
tended in ſ this) ſign, as appeareth by the Scriptures (though

Law of Ghrift , given for the ordering us in his worſhip, 
a man is truly ſaid rg be Chriſts Diſciple ,” in diſtinction 
from Moſes, whoſe Ordinances were far different ( provi. 
ded · ĩt follow repentance from dead works, and faith to- 
wards God, without which confeſs it ſignifieth nothing ; ) 
in which reſpect, doubtleſs, both Jewes and gent / les ure faid 
in baptiſtne to put on Chrift, Gal. 3. 37. - | 

But more eſpecially hath the Church cauſe to ſuſpe the 
truth of that faith that fticketh at obediekce to the poſitive 
Law of Chriſt, becauſe it is that chiefly that putteth men to 
ſhame, and caſteth out their name as evill. Tis not the 
fimple worſhipping of God, that bringeth men diſprace 
(no not with carnal men, that have not ſinn'd away their 
firſt principles of conſciente) but honour rather, becauſe 
every man by theſe principles is prompred to ſome worſhip, 
but that which offendeth, is the worſhipping of God #fter 
his own way, which the world cannot bear; if men could 
be content with the Religion of Chriſt it ſelf, corrupted, 
they might live at Rowe and be applauded. | 

So for the other partof the morral Law;which confiſterh 
in Juſtice and Mercy. Mercy and Juſtice bMenterh not 
the generallity of men ( but onely ſome particulars, where 
their own intereſt is ftruck at by it) and the reaſon clear, 
becauſe the morral Law is wfittenin every mans heart, ſo 
that he that liverh up to that, liveth to'the' Conſcience of 
every individual ſoul, and conſequently 'cotmpellerh' revere- 
ate, from all men that have notfinn'd away rhe ligut of na- 
ture.

But for the Law of inſtitutions, they N igg te 
the hearts of wen, found onely in the written word, and ip 
themſelves of a deſpicable complexion, add withal cæ 
the deſires of the flech, and conſequently contrary to the 
religion of the world, which is farmed by her worldly wi 
meo,according to ber carnallity,and to fit their own werld- 
ly intereſts. ; 

It cometh ta paſſe ynavaidably, that whoſoever will fol- 
low Chrift in the way of worſhip which he hath ſet up, in 
the naked plainneſs and ſimplicity of it, he ſhall be put to 
ſhame, ſcor ned, contemned, diſgraced, perſecuted (at lea 
by tongue and pen) eſpecially by the learned, whoſe inte- 
reſt is ſtrack at, by aneffeQual following the Lamb in his 


own way. | 

But hopoſe the faith of thoſe that refuſe Baptiſm to be 
as good as the beſt, yet Lutterly deny, that it giveth them an 
immediate right to full communion with the Church, ſimply 
upen that account. | 

The reaſon this, becauſe Jeſus Chriſt himſelf, who is the 
God of Order, hath appointed the Commynion of the i- 
ſciples to be orderly, {9 that though perſons be Diſciples by 
faith, and ſo have a remote right to all priviledges of Church 
Communion, yet have not an immediate right thereto. , 
till they deſire it in that way which Chriſt hath appoint-

Again, that Chriſt hath eftabliſhed order for the regu- 
lation of the Diſciples Communion, appeareth by the 
1 (or. 11. where the Apoſtle blameth the Church for dif- 
order in their eating the Lords Supper, and that their fin of 
diſorderly walking might appear the more hainous to them, 
he telleth them at the 23. verſe, That which he d livered 
them, that is, thoſe rules which he had delivered them to 
order themſelves by , ia their communion, which they had 
finfully tranſgreſſed. be received from the Lord, 

And in the 1 Cor. 14 40. exhorteth them that all things 
in che Church be done decently and in order; and that mat- 

ter of order is a thing ſtrictly to be minded, appeareth by 
Titus 1.5. For this cauſe left I thee in Creet;that thow ſhould: 
ſet in order. 

Now if it be askt, how it appeareth a diſorderly practiſe, 
for perſons to be admitted into the Church, and fic down 
with them in full commnnion without Bapriſme ?

So that 1 dare ſay ibis wil be out of doubt with all rational, , 


cenſiderate, impartial Chriſtians. 


If this be ſo clear a truth, asevery one with half aneye 
cannot lightly but ſee it, then is it not a plain caſe, that they 
that ſhall attempt to fir down with Church · bodies before 
Baptiſme , or thoſe Churches that ſhall admit unbaptiſed 
Diſciples into full communion, that they all depare from 
the rule of Chriſt,and walk by a rule of their own deviſing, 
and inſtead of Law-obeyers , take the boldneſs to be Law- 
makers. a 

Mr. Goodwsn objecteth p. 64, of hiswater-dipping, that 
Hu preef, meaning my Brother Allens, « built xpon aclear 
miſtake of the werd Teach in the (ommiſſion, Math. 28. 19. for 
to teach, doth not fignsfie to teach men, ſo as to make them wilin 
to obey, which is my Brother Allen; ſenſe, but to do that whi 
& apt to make Diſciples, whether any he actualy made Diſciples 


or #0. 


That this ſenſe of the word Teach is a part of thetruth, 
I deny not, but chat it is all that is contained in the word 
Teach, that I deny, for theſe feaſons following. 

1. Becauſe then all perſons whatſoever, to whom the

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Goſpel was at any time preached by the Apoſtles ; were 
upon their bare hearing of it, whether they beleived or 
blaſphemed, to have beer baptiled by them: For yeuſay, 
the word Teach, doch not imply an actually diſcigled per- 
ſon to Chriſt , but onely the having inftructiong proper to 
make men ſo. If that were allthe fenſe; then the Apoſtles 
were bound by their Commiſſion, to ba ptiſe in the Name 
of the Facher, Son and Spirit, all they preached the Goſpel 
unto, though they kiiew nelther Father, Son, ner Spirit, ar 
beleived a word they ſaid, yea, thoſe that commanded them 
to teach no more in that Name, and beat them for it, and 
* them, being filled with indignation, Act, 
5. 18. 

Secondly, To ſhew, that this ſenſe of yours hath not all 
the truth in it / it appeareth by the 2: A#s 41. which ſaith, 
not that all that heard che Word were baptiſed , but the 
that gladiy RECEIVED the Word, which ſhewet 
— enough what is meant by the word teach in the 
Commiſſion, namely, fach whereby perſons became glad 
receivers of the Word, why elſe did he not baptiſe every 
body that heard him. * | 

Sir, von ſaytraly, it is a land amruth to ſey, there ts not one 
example of a pr ſon baptiſed barely upon his hearing of the Geſpel 
preached nntubim: but | pray Sir, whoſe cauſe do you plead 
by ſaying ſo,your own or ours; and here 1 heartily deſire 
the Reader to conſider, whether you have notin a few 
words deſtroyed your oa ſenſe of the word Teach, and 
eſtabliſhed my Brother Alen; for if there be not one 
example throughout the Ad, of à perſon baptiſed 
upon his hearing the Goſpel, but all examples ſpeak of their 
being Beleivers ar Diſciples irſꝶſ rt. 

Wg then, ſurely the Apoſtles naderſtond by che word 
Teach, the making them actual Diſciples, which is our ſeaſe, 
and not onely the ſaying ſuch things to them, which were 
proper to make them ſo, which is Mx. Geodwiys: or elſe they 
praQtiſed contrary to their on jndgement rab!

4. 2. The Phariſees heard, that Jeſus made and baptiſed more 
Ds/ciples than John; and what Dru meaneth by Diſci- 
ples , 'appeareth plainly p. 414. of his Carechiſme, Teach 
all N nvons baptifing tbem, that 1, a who by your doctrine come 
unto me : and p 420. That unte the uſe 1 bapriſme faith is 
required ; and in p. 415. theſe diſcipled perſons be calleth, 
converted perſons, So that in this learned mans judgement, 
by teaching in the Commiſſion, is meant diſcipling, by Diſci- 
ples Beleivers, commers unto Chriſt, converted perſons, and 
not as Mr. Goodwin , that to teach ſigniſieth not to mace 
them actual Difcipies , but onely the ſaying ſuch things to 
them, which are aptto make them ſo. | 

But fourthly and laſtly , the reaſon Mr. Godwin giveth, 
why by the word teach muſt be meant as he ſaith , and not 
according to the common conſent of Interpreters, I hum. 
bly appre end to be invalid, his reaſon is this, becauſe if 
we underſtand the word Teach of actual diſcipling, theſe 
abſurdities will fo low.

Secondly, It would follow , that though they preached ur ver

\To\which-Tanſwer; This Argument ſtandeth upon an 
un ſoumd bottom, which is this, That it is an abſurd thing to 
conceive , that Gad ſhould put more into a Commiſſion 
given 
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given to Men q then in in the Creatut es own power to do. 
What is more frequent in Scripture, than to put that into 
the Commiſſions both ef Prophets and Apoſtles, which 
was not in their own power to effect, 1/aiab 6. , 10. G. 
make the heart of this people fat, and maky their cares htavy, 
and ſont their eyes, leaſt, &c. is not here more put into the 
Prophets Cemmiſſion than was, in bis. own power to do? 
could be make their hearts fat, or make their cares heavy, 
or ſhut tbeir eyes Nay, are not theſe effeRs attributed to 
God, though pur jn the Prophets Commiſſion ? obs 12. 
40. He hath blinded their eyes, and bardened their heart, that 
they ſhould wot ſee with their eye; yea, the ſe effects are at- 
tributed to the mſelves in (tb. 13. 1 5. Their eyes they ha ve 
cleſed leaſt they ſhonid, &c. So that though theſe effects are 
put in the Prophets Commiſſion, yet altogether out of his 
own power to do, without the joynt concurrence both of 
God and the Creature. | 

So alſo in the new Teſtament ,, 4dr 26. 17, 18. Delivery 
ing thee from the people, and from the Gentiles, wnto whom now 
1 ſendthie , to open their eyes, and turn them from darkneſs to 
light, and from the power of Satan unto God. 

Is not here much more put into Pau Commiſſion than 
he was able without God to do? or will any body ſay, that 
Paul acted ſhort of his Commiſſion, or falſiſied his truſt, if 
he did not actually open all the eyes of the Gentiles, and 
turn them from the power of Sataa to God. 

But Sir, to convince you that there is more included in 
the Commiſſion than was in the Apoſtles power to effect, 
ſuppoſing the word Teach ſhould ſignifie onely what you 
apprehend, namely, the ſpeaking ſuch things which ate pro- 
per to make Diſciples. | * 

Conſider this, They are charged to baptiſe all they 


taught, and was that in their power ? could they baptiſe any 
mere then were willing to be baptiſed? or ſhould they 
have been judged falſifiers of their truſt, or acting ſhort 
of their Commiſſion; for not.baptiſing,elithoſes d 
take horſes, and ride away from them when they had heard 
the Word.

At the firſt verſe, No man cun ay. thet peſas i the Lord, 
but by the holy Gbeſt; and is not that by the agency and 
working of the Spirit upon the heart, perſwadieg it to 
think ſo honourably of Chriſt, as to call him Lord. - The 
Spirits work is to raiſe the eſteem of Chriſt in the foul. 
The ſoules calling him Lord is the effect of that 
work. 

In the like ſenſe (I humbly apprebend) all the gifts 
ſpoken of to the 12. verſe, ate attributed to the Spirit, 
namely, as ſo many eſlects of his operation, as the cauſe pro- 
duc ing them. ; 

Which having treated on at large, he cometh in the 13. 
verſe to tell them, that by the ſame Spirit, which enriched 
them with thoſe gifts mentioned ,; they became enabled to 
Koopts the yoak of Chtiſt, and put him on by Baptiſme.

But now not to underſtand the words, By one Spirit, aid 
Baptiſed, the one as the cauſe;the other as he eſſect, would 
be toſenſe theſe words ( By the Spirit) difterently,from'the

1 have onely to prove (for the making good this Ar- 
gument) that when the Scripture ſpeaketh of the Baptiſme 
of the Spirit, it would alwayes be uuderſtood of working 
miracles, ſpeaking with tongues, and the like, and not of 
common and ordinary gifts, as faith and love, &c.

Fut to put it out of all doubt to the godly Reader, that 
theſe words, AS OFT as pe dee it, doth not imply any 
liberty to negleR it without ſin, but the juſt contrary.

{ider that known general rule to judge of all doctrines. 
The true doctrine of the Goſpel is a doctrine according to 
godlineſs, that is out of all diſpute : Now then bring that 
interpretation to the ſtandard, which ſaith, that choſe words 
of the inſtitution, As oft as ye doesr , imply its not being 
impoſed upon any man as of neceſſity , but much like 
the free-will Offering under the Law: Is this interpretation. 
according to godlineſs, or rather ungodlineſs > may not 
Mr. Goodwin as well ſay, it is a doctrine according to health, 
for a man to neglect the food by which he liveth? The de- 
ſign of Chriſt in this Ordinance is to keep alive the memories 
of Chriſts death and paſſion for us, with all the benefits 
thereof, 1 Corinth. 11. to confirm faith, to convey ſuccour- 
ing vertue from Chriſt to releive the ſoul againſt temptati- 
on, to quicken affection to Chriſt , and one another, as all 
agree , and would it be according to godlineſs, to be under 
a liberty to diſuſe it without fin ? may not Mr. Goodwin as 
well ſay, we are under a liberty, not to honour Chriſt, or 
doe our ſelves or the world good? And as for any ſimili- 
tude between the Ordinances of the Goſpel, in particular 
this,and the free-will Offering under the Law. 

Surely Sir 71 are under a wonderful miſtake, becauſe the 
free will Offerings were not poſitively commanded , and 
therefore have the name of free - will Offerings, whereas 
the LordSu pper is poſitively commanded, 1 Corinth. 1 1. 
24, 25. Aud when he had given thank, be aid, tale tat, this 
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ii my body, THIS DOE in remembrance, &c. After the 
ſame manner alſo he took the cup, and ſaid, THIS DOE, 
So that though there be not a determinate time, how oſt 
they ſhould doe it, yet here is a poſitive order to the 
Churches to doe it, and therefore could not be neglected 
without ſin, but for the free will Offerings under the Law, 
they were not bound to offer them at all; *tis therefore 
true as you ſay, this kind of Offering was impoſed upon no 
man by way of neceſſity, but it is becauſe there was no Law 
* exjoyng them, and conſequently no ſin at all to 
neglect them: What a vaſt difference then is there between 
external Ordinances under the Goſpel, and the free-will 
Offering under the Law, even as much as betweena matter 
commanded and that which is nor. Þ * 
Sir, you ſay our way batha face of godlineſs, but a heart 
of errour and prophaneneſs. But Sir, ſhould you live to 
theſe principles ( which I am perſwaded you are a better 
man than ever to do) our way would be before yours, 
ugh what you ſay were true of it, ours, you ſay; hath a 
face of godlineſs, though it hath a heart of error; but yours 
would have neither face nor heart: And though you your 
ſelf never practiſe that looſeneſs that theſe pleadings di- 
tend to, the Lord knoweth how many others may be 
enſnared by them, which in my apprehenſion you ought fad - 
ly _ to heart? Let ur not therefore judge ene another any 
more, but judge this rather, that no man put a ſt umbling block, 
er an occaſion, to fall in his brothers way, Rom.
